FROM THE SECRETARY'S DESK 

On the evening of May 25, Scandinavians jammed the 
council chamber and corridors of city hall. They had come 
to hear the council’s decision with regard to our request for 
the Borden Park site as the future home of the Scandinavian 
Centre. 

Mr. E. K. Hansen, solicitor for the Scandinavian Centre, 
presented our brief in a very capable manner. He outlined 
briefly our negotiations with the city over the last five years, 
and indicated how patient we have been. We have been 
turned down on site suggested by the city itself. Alderman 
Harries asked if we had ever turned down a city proposal, 
and the answer was an emphatic “No”. 

The brief pointed out that we had met the requirements 
of the Recreation Commission in that our group did not have 
a limited or restricted membership. Anyone could buy a 
share for fifty dollars. This was indeed revealing to Alderman 
Harries who felt that our request for city land could stand 
or fall on this argument. 

Alderman Henning wanted to delay decision until the city 
had set a general policy with regard to providing land for 
ethnic groups. Apparently Mr. Henning doesn’t fully realize 
how long we have waited already. Alderman Bowen sug¬ 
gested that we vote on the question immediately in fairness 
to the Scandinavians, who have waited too long already. It 
is regrettable that more of the aldermen could not see eye to 
eye with Mr. Bowen. We did want a decision. 

What did happen? It was moved that the matter be 
referred to the commissioners, namely Mr. Menzies, Mr. 
Tweddle, and Mayor Hawrelak for a report to the next council 
meeting. This is the kind of delay that ke have gotten used 
to. I am sure the commissioners themselves feel that the 
question had been thoroughly discussed already, and that 
they themselves were as ready for a decision as they would 
ever be. However, once again we have to be patient. We feel 
that the mayor would have liked to have had a decision in 
our favor at this meeting. 

We will always be grateful to Mayor Hawrelak. He has 
realized our problem from the beginning, and has taken the 
attitude that something should be done now, as opposed to 
“the delay” or “putting off” policy of some members who 
apepar to be reluctant to take a stand on the matter. 

Your secretary will endeavor to keep you informed so 
that you may again lend your loyal support and influence 
toward achieving the goal of a Scandinavian Centre for 
Edmonton. - - ' _;

It all goes to prove that Father 
is a modest man, Father’s Day as 
we know it had to be started by a 
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leetings. interesting and important subject. 
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In 1910 a mother, Mrs. John 
Bruce Dodd of Spokane, Wash., 
proposed the idea of a special day 
to honor Father. The Spokane Min¬ 
isters Alliance and the Y.M.C.A. 
developed and promoted it. Since 
then, despite the callow humour 
aimed at father, he is top man in 
his family’s affections, and the 
custom has become tremendously 
popular. 

Of course fathers were honoured 
long before 1910. The Greeks set 
aside a day for gifts to all fathers. 
The Chinese went one better and 
used two days, one in spring and 
one in fall, as special occasions for 
fathers. 

In Europe, Father’s Day celebra¬ 
tions took many forms. The Ger¬ 
mans made it a convivial occasion, 
a time of wine and song. The 
queerest twist to it was in the Bal¬ 
kans. There a day was set when 
father was bound to a bed or chair 
and held fast for ransom. The ran¬ 
som was gifts to the family. Cana¬ 
dians have more subtle means of 
attaining the same end — all 
through the year. 

Odd twists also come up on this 
side of the Atlantic. A group of 
Pennsylvanians tried to promote 
the dandelion as the Father’s Day 
flower on the grounds that “the 
more it is trampled on the more it 
grows”. This idea didn’t have the 
survival power of either the dande¬ 
lion or father, it died in the year 
of its birth, 1924. 

Perhaps President Coolidge got 
the closest to the spirit of the day 
when he said “the widespread ob¬ 
servance of this occasion is cal¬ 
culated to establish more intimate 
relations between fathers and their, 
children and also to impress upon 
fathers the full measure of their 
obligations”.

Reminder 

Begin crab-grass control. Apply 
“killer”, following manufacturer’s 
directions.

Pinch back and disbud chrysan¬ 
themums and dahlias.

Says Chief Justice 

“Policemen arresting an intoxi¬ 
cated person should know they’l! 
have trouble with him,” Chief Jus- 
tice C. J. Ford said in the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court of 
Alberta. 

Chief Justice Ford reduced to a 
$200 fine a 12-month sentence 
which had been imposed on John 
Babwik for resisting arrest. Bab- 
wik had already spent one month 
in custody. 

Evidence showed that Babwik 
gave a police officer a “light slap 
in the face” while being placed in 
a car at Wetaskiwin. He was under 
the influence of liquor at the time. 

"The police expect some resis¬ 
tance; that’s why most of them are 
big men,” Chief Justice Ford add¬ 
ed. “They can take care of them¬ 
selves.”
